started professional dancing in cabaret age 14. Working 
as singeridancer in Jersey when asked to join Bucks Fizz.

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BOBBY GEE: born Robert Gubby 23/8/61 in London. 
Multitude of previous jobs including own building company 
at age 18. Played guitar in clubs and cabaret; all set to 
tour with “Jesus Christ Superstar” when auditioned for 
Bucks Fizz at father’s suggestion. Married to Jackie with 
sons James and Matthew.

Odd man out — drinks 
alcohol, eats meat. Has sense of humour and willpower. 


STEVE ASKEW: born 9/12/57 in London. Kajagoogoo 
guitarists previous job was sign writer for seven years.

With other three, formed experimental band Art 
Nouveau for two years, doubling as cabaret group The 
Handstands so could buy own equipment. Placid type 
who enjoys food and moving around. 
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JUNIOR: born Frederick Waite (Jr.) 23/5/87 in 
Birmingham. Father Frederick Waite (Sr.) instrumental in 
starting band by teaching music in local community 
centre, Drummer Junior lists Sly Dunbar, Aswad and 
Black Uhuru as favourites. Interested in making electronic 
things work and aims to run own garage. 


MICHAEL: born Michael Grant 6/7/69 in Birmingham. 
Keyboard player and promising pupil of Frederick Waite 
(Sr) Lists Aswad, Gregory Isaacs and Jackie Mittoo as 
fevourites and woodwork amongst interests. Like rest of 
bend. is still at school and his earnings are put in trust 
fund SE he reaches eighteen.

Bass 
player, lists Aswad, Black Uhuru and Sugar Minott as 
favourite musicians, football as a hobby and to be rich 
and famous as his ambition! 


DENNIS: born Dennis Seaton 2/3/67 in Birmingham. Last 
member to join; had to wait until Frederick Waite (Sr.) 
stepped down. Name changed from Musical Express to 
Musical Youth and first single “Politics And Generals” 
released on local independent label 021. Lists duetting 
with Dennis Brown and owning studio as ambitions. 


ASHLEY INGRAM: born 27/11/60 in Northampton. Multi- 
instrumentalist with home recording studio. Founded and 
disbanded many groups before met Leee when both were 
backing musicians for visiting American groups. Together 
hatched Imagination concept and recruited Errol as a 
sensitive drummer. Perfectionist. 


LEEE JOHN: born Leslie John McGregor 23/6/57 in St. 
Lucia; raised in London. Spent early teens at stage and 
drama school in New York. Returned to London and took 
countless jobs including singing waiter and extra in TV 
commercials. Has since appeared as space pirate in Dr. 
Who. Confident and talkative. 
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ERROL KENNEDY: born 9/6/53 in Montego Bay, Jamaica. 
,Started drumming in local Boys Brigade at age 7; moved 
мо London at age 9. Met Ashley in band called Midnight 
Express (Leee failed audition for same band) as backing 
musician. Brother of TV singer Grace, is exotic cook and 
fitness fanatic. ` 
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PAUL HUMPHREYS: born 27/2/60 in London. Moved to 
Wirral at age 3.

GARY DALY: born 5/5/62 in Kirby, Merseyside. Nucleus 
of China Crisis developed from school friendship with 
guitarist Eddie Lundon. Drawing on Bowie, Eno and Stevie 
Wonder, pair began composing wistful mood music in 
bedrooms. Previous jobs include roof tiling and making 
beer pumps. Reluctant pop star. 
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ANDY McCLUSKEY: born 24/6/59 in Wirral. Light-hearted 
band making serious music. Extremely self critical, but at 
best when tailoring a strong experimental streak into 
good melodic songs. Generally underrated, among pioneers 
of synthesisers and stylish presentation in pop context. 
Wholehearted, witty and talkative. 


EDDIE LUNDON: born 9/6/62 in Kirby, Merseyside. Began 
writing possible pop songs with synth and bass player 
Gary Daly on instruments shared with other musicians.

Open and strongly 
emotional character, only trusts U2 songs as vehicle for 
strong views. Also shrewd diplomat — future Irish prime 
minister? Married to Alison. 


ADAM CLAYTON: bom 13/3/60 in Oxford but raised in 
Dublin. 025 bass player is relaxed, worldly odd man out 
in otherwise rather intense band; doesn't share private 
religious views of other three. Only member with previous 
band experience after choosing to observe rather than 
participate in education. Good company. 


THE EDGE: born David Evans 8/8/61 in Wales but grew 
up in Dublin. Like Bono, received name from private 
childhood world called Lipton Village, an idea based on 
retention of innocence.
